G.S.R, 1110. — ^In pursuance of rule 20 read with clause (i.) of sub-rule (2) of 
rule 13 of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, (Recruitment, Cadre, Seniority 
and Promotion) Rules. 1964, the Central Government in the Mmistry of External 
Aflairs, hereby makes, in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, 
the following regulations to amend the Integrated Grade II and III of the General 
Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch 'B'. (Limited Departmental Competi- 
tive Examination) Regulations, 1966, namely; — - 

1. (1) These regulations be called the Integrated Grade II and III of the 
General Cadre of the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, (Limited Departmental 
Competitive Ebcamlnation) (Second Amendment) Regulations, 1971. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette. 

2, In the Integrated Grade II and III of the General Cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ (Limited Departmental Competitive Examination), 
Regulations, 1966, In regulation 4, — 

(i) In the opening portion, the brackets, words and figures “(or Grade II 
of the Stenographers’ Sub-Cadre)" shall be omitted; 

(ii) in item (1), sub-item (111) shall be omitted; 
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(Hi) in Note I, the brackets, words and figures “(or Grade II of the Steno- 
graphers’ Sub-Cadre)” shall be omitted; 

(iv) for Note II, the following Note shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Note II. — Assistants of the Central Secretariat Service who are on depu- 
tation to the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, shall not be eligiHe 
for admisaion to the Examination.”

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RULES 

New Delhi, the 3 lst July 1971 

G.S.R. 1110-A. — The Rules for a limited departmental competitive examination 
tor inclusion in the Select List for the integrated Grade II and III of the General 
Cadre of the Indii-.n Foreign Seivict, Branch "B' to he held by the Union Public 
Service roinjnissiion in 1979, are hereby published for general information, 

2. The number of persons 1o be sefecred for inclusion in the Select List will be 
specilied in the Notice issiied i- y th'- Co -e-niiision. Rese'votions shall be made for 
candidates belonging to the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes In respect 
ol vacancies as may be fixed by the Go^'ernmenl. 

Scheduled Castes/ Tribes mean any of the Castes/Tribes mentioned in the Com 
stitutlon (Scheduled Castes) Ordei , 1950, the Constitution (Scheduled Castes) 
(Part C States; Order, 1951, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) Order, 1950, and 
the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes; (Part C States) Order, 1951, as amended by 
the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes Lists (Modification) Order, 1959 read 
with the Bombay Reorganisation Act, 1960 and the Punjab Rcorganlsatian Act, 
1966; the Constitution (Jammu and Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the 
Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1959, the 
Constitution (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the ConstitU' 
tloh (Dadra and Nagar Haveli) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1962, the Constitution 
{Pondicherry) Scheduled Castes Order, 19(54;, the Constitution (Scheduled Tribes) 
(Uttar Pradesh) Order, 1967, the Conslitullon (Gna, Daman and Diu) Scheduled 
Tribes Order, 1968, the Constitution (Goa, Daman and Dlu) Scheduled Tribes 
Order, 1968 and the Constitution (Nagaland) Scheduled Tribes Order, 1970. 

3. (i) The examination will be conducted by the Union Public Service Com' 
mission In the manner prescribed in the Appendix to these Rules. 

(11) The dates on which and the places at which the examination will be held 
ehall be fixed by the Commission. 

4. Any permanent or temporary ofllcer of the Indian Foreign Service, Brauch 
■B’, belonging to Grade IV of the General Cadre, or Grade II of the Cypher Sub- 
Cadre, who, on the lat Janyary, 1972, satisfies the following conditions shaU be 
eligible to appear at the examination: — 

(1) Length of Seruice,— He shoyld. have rendered a continuous service of not 
less than five years In any one or as the case may be, more than one of the 
following posts' in Indian foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ namely; — 

(1) Grade IV of the General Cadre; 

(II) Grade 11 of the Cypher Sub-Cadre. 

(2) . Age. — {a) He should not be more than 40 years of age, i.e, he must not 
have been born earlier than Ist January, 1932. 

Provided that: 

(1) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1932 but not earlier than 
1st January, 1931 who had rendered a continuous service of not less 
than five years on the Isl January, 1971, 

(ii) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1931 but not earlier than 
1st January, 1930 who had rendered a continuous service of not leas 
than five years on the 1st January, 1970, and 

(III) any candidate born earlier than 1st January, 1930 but not earlier than 
1st January, 1929 who had rendered a continuous service of not less 
than five years on the 1st January, 1969 

in any one, or as the case may be, more than one of the grades, mentioned above 
shall also be eligible for admission to the examination to be held in 1972 as a 
special case. This relaxation would be admissible for the examination to be held 
in 1972 only, 

(b) The age Ihnlt prescribed above will be further relaxable: — 

(i) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe; 

(11) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate ia a bona fide displaced 
person from East Pakistan and has migrated to India on or after 
Ist January, 1964; 
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(lil) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Schedule Tribe and is also a hona fide displaced persort 
from East Pakistan and has migrated to India on or alter 1st January, 
10ti4: 


(iv) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate Is a resident of the 
Union Territory of Pondicherry and has received education through 
the medium of French at some stage; 


(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate is a bona fide repatriate- 
of Indian origin from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 
1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years If a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and Is also a bona fide repatriate of 
Indian origin from Ceylon and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
November, 1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of October, 196,4; 

(vll) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate I.s a resident of the- 
Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu; 


(vlli) up to a maximum of three years If a candidate is of Indian origin and 

has migrated from Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of Tan- 

zania Uormerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar); 

(lx) up to a maximum o,f three years if a candidate is a bona fide repatjiate 
of Indian origin from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate belongs to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe and is also a bona fide repatrla\te of 
Indian Origin from Burma and has migrated to India on or after 
1st June, 1963; 

(xl) up to a maximum of three years in the case of Defence Services per- 
sonnel disabled in operations during hostilities with any foreign 

.CflUntry pr in ,a disturbed area, and released as ,a consequence thereof; 


(xli) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of Defence Services per- 
jspimel, disabled in operations during hostilities with any foreign 
couhtry or in a disturbed area and released as a consequence thereof, 
who belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes, 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMIT PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO' 
CASE BE RELAXED. 


Note 1. — Officers belonging to Grade IV of the General Cadre or Grade IJ of 
iha Cypher iSub-Cadre, who are on deputation ito ex-cadra posts with -the approval 
of the competent authority shall be eligible to be admitted to the examination^ 
if otherwise eligible. 

This, however, does not apply to a person who has been appointed to an ox- 
cadre post or to another Service on 'transfer' and does not have a Hen on any 
post in the Indian JTorelgn Service Branch ‘B’. 

Note 2. — ^Assistants of the Central Secretariat Service who are on deputation 
to the Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, shall not be eligible for admission to 
the examination. 

5. No candidate shall be permitted to compete more than three times at the 
examination. This restriction will apply with effect from the examination held' 
In 1967. 

Note. — A candidate shall be deemed to have competed at the examination If 
he actually appears In any one or more subjects. 


6. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a 
candidate for admission to the examination shall be final. 


7. No candidate will be admitted to the examination unless he holds ,a certl 
ftcate of adfnlsslon ffom the Commission. 
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8. A candidate who is or has been declared by the Commission guilty oj! 
impersonation or of submitting fabricated documents or documents which have 
been tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect or false or of 
suppressing material Information or otherwise resorting to any other Irregular 
or Improper means for obtaining admission to the examination, or oi using or 
attempting to use unfair means In the examination shall or of misbehaviour in 
the examination hall, may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, — 

(a) be debarred permanently or for a specified, period; — 

(i) by the Commission, from admission to any examination or appearance 

at any interview held by the Commission for selection of candidates; 
and 

(ii) by the Central Government from employment under them. 

(b) be liable to disciplinary action under the appropriate rules. 

9. Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain, support for his candidature 
hj' any means may be held by the Commission to be a conduct which would dis- 
Qualify .him for aorpisslon to the examination. 

10. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in Annexure I to the Commi.ssion’s 
Notice. 

11. After the examination, candidates will be arranged by the Commission in 
the prdbr of merit as disclosed by the aggregate marks finally awarded to pachi 
candidate; and in that order so many candidates as are found by the Commission 
to be qualified by the examination shall be recommended for inclusion in the 
select list of the Integrated Grade II and III of the General Cadre of /the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch 'B’ up to the required nunvber. 

Provided that candidate.s belonging to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled; 
Tribes may, to the extent the number of vacancies reserved fur the Scheduled 
Castes and the Scheduled Tribes can not he filled on the basis of the general 
standard, be recommended by the Commission by a relaxed standard to roake up 
the deficiency in the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of these candidates for 
inclusion In the Select List of Integrated Grade II and III of the General Cadre 
of the Indian Foreign Service ‘B’ irrespective of their ranks In the o der of merit 
at the examination. 

Note l. — Candidates should clearly understand that this is a competitive and' 
not a qualifying examination. The number of persons to be .included in the 
Select List for the Integrated Grade II and III of the General Cadre of the Indian 
Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’ on the results of the examination is entirely within 
the competence of Government to decide. No candidate will, therefore, have any 
claim for inclusion in the Select List on the basis of his performance in this 
examination, as a matter of right. 

Note 2 .— The form and manner of communication of the .result of the examina- 
tion to individual candidates shall be decided by the Commission In their discretion 
and the Commission will not enter Into correspondence with them regarding the 
result, 

12. Success in the examination confers no right to selection unless Government 
are satisfied, after such enquiry as may be considered necessary, that the candi- 
date is eligible and suitable In aU respects for selection. 

Provided that the decision as to Ineligibility for selection In the case of any 
candidate recommended for selection by the Commission shall be taken In consul-- 
tatlon with the Commission, 

13. A candidate, who, after applying for admission to the examination or after 
appearing at it, resigns his appointment In Grade IV of the General Cadre /Grade 
II of the Cypher Sub-Cadre of Indian Foreign Service, Branch ‘B’, or otherwise 
quits the Service or severes his connection with it, or whose services are terminated 
b.y his Department, or who Is appointed to an ex-cadre post or to another Service 
on ‘Iransfer’ and does not have a lien on any post In Indian Foreign Service, 
Branch ‘B’, will not be eligible for appointment on the results of this examination. 

This, however, does not apply to a person, who hqp been appointed .oh deputa- 
tion to an ex-cadro post with the approval of the competent authority.

3. The syllabus for the examination will be as shown in the attached schedule, 

Where knowledge of the Rules, orders, instructions etc.. Is required, candidates 
will be expected to be conversant with amendments issued up to the date of 
Notification of this examination. 

4. All question papers must be answered In English. 

5. Candidates must write the papers In their own hand. In no circumstances 
will they be allowed the help of a scribe to write the answers for them. 

6. The Commission have discretion to fix qualifying marks in any or all of 
the subjects at the examination. 

7. Marks will not be allotted for mere superficial knowledge. 

8. Deduction uP to 5 per cent of the maximum marks in the written subjects 
will be made for Illegible handwriting. 

9. Credit will be given for orderly, effective and exact expression combined 
with due economy of words In all subjects of the examlnaiiou.
